Landmark sold 



One of Northampton's land¬ 
mark buildings has been sold 
and will be converted into 
luxury apartments. 

Newspaper House in 
Derngate, former base of the 
Northants Post group, has 
been sold by Tony and Marie 
Boullemier to Derngate Lofts 
Ltd. who have submitted a 
planning application for 64 
apartments with 37 basement 

Child sex rise 

A three month campaign to 
raise awareness about child 
sexual exploitation has led to a 
50 per cent increase in refer¬ 
rals to the team which investi¬ 
gates this crime in the county. 

Northamptonshire Police 
launched the campaign in 
March in an attempt to 
improve public awareness of 
child sexual exploitation. 

Arrests have increased by 50 
per cent while the number of 
live investigations being con¬ 
ducted by the specialist RISE 
team is now running at 28. 


Call to bin two bags policy 


Reporter Lawrence John asks residents what 
they think about Northampton Borough 
Council’s two green sack recycling policy 


Northampton Borough 
Council aims to crack down 
on households guilty of 
‘flytipping’ by leaving extra 
green sacks on the pave¬ 
ment for collection and will 
fine them £80. 

But some residents believe 
householders in the town 
are being short changed by 
the borough council and its 
two green sack policy. 

Jamie Simms from 
Newport Road, is prepared 
to launch a petition calling 
for Northampton Borough 
Council to provide everyone 
who pays the local authority 
council tax with a wheelie 
bin. 

Mr Simms believes the two 
green sack policy of putting 
bin bags out onto the pave¬ 
ment is not working and 
feels wheelie bins are the 
answer. 

Mr Simms said: “We should 
be able to put out as many 
sacks for collection as we 
want, within reason. We are 
paying for this service and 


we are being short-changed. 
Wheelie bins would be bet¬ 
ter, and I think people could 
get three or four bags into 
one rather than putting out 
two for collection every 
other week. 

“The problems which are 
occurring are the street is 
strewn with bottles and 
paper which blows out of the 
plastic boxes, as they do not 
have lids. 

“And any rubbish that 
blows around the street will 
not be picked up and taken 
away so the area looks a 
complete mess. 

“This would not happen if 
everyone had wheelie bins.” 

Danielle Hurley, a mum of 
one from St James Park 
Road, said: “It (the two bag 
scheme) is awful and ridicu¬ 
lous. 

“We recycle everything but 
we are three people in the 
house and a baby. 

“So we produce three/four 
bags of rubbish, but as we do 
not have any more recycling 


bags we are having to take 
items to the tip. 

“We have used all the bin 
bags for six months in four 
months and will not get any¬ 
more until October. 

“I would like to see people 
given more bags.” 

Secretary of the St James 
Residents Association, 
Graham Croucher said: 
“One of the biggest problems 
is houses of multiple occu¬ 
pancy and rented accom¬ 
modation where people are 
transient and are not around 
very long and do not care 
what they do. 

“I do not think the hotline 
will work as I think the 
council is fire fighting and 
they have no cohesive plan. 

“They should have a robust 
policy of education and let¬ 
ting people know how to do 
it properly.” 

Tony Southgate, from St 
James Park Road, said: “At 
the moment I can cope with 
two bags as I am on my own. 

“But when my wife comes 



home from the care home- 
then I think I will struggle. If 
I had a wheelie bin it would 
be helpful.”

Golf club tees up 
battlefield plan

A Northampton golf club has 
submitted plans to build a 
new car park on the 
site where the Battle of 
Northampton was fought. 

Delapre Golf Centre in Eagle 
Drive has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to build a 
new 41-space car park and a 
ball pit. 

The move comes just three 
years after the club first sub¬ 
mitted plans to build a car 
park on the battlefield site 
near its club house. 

Members of the Battlefield 


Trust strongly criticised the 
scheme as they believed the 
land may be where the Battle 
of Northampton was fought 
in 1460 during the Wars of the 
Roses. 

And after being told by 
Northampton Borough 
Council during the applica¬ 
tion process that archaeolog¬ 
ical surveys would have to be 
carried out, the golf centre 
decided to scrap the plans. 

However, the club has now 
come forward with new 
plans, which would involve 
the creation of 32 spaces for 
users of the centre, six for 
staff vehicles and three for 


disabled users. The club has 
also outlined in its applica¬ 
tion how it would protect the 
registered battlefield site - 
where the proposed car park 
will be built: “It is proposed 
to place Type 1 road plan¬ 
nings on top of the terram 
lining and topsoil in order to 
create a suitable surface for 
the proposed car park exten¬ 
sion. 

“This combination will 
ensure that the Registered 
Battlefield is preserved and 
protected from further dis¬ 
turbance.”

Teen ‘sorry’ for 
hoax police calls

A teenage girl made so many 
hoax calls to 

Northamptonshire Police 
she caused its control room 
to ‘collapse’. 

The girl, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
made over 150 nuisance calls 
‘alleging serious threat to life’ 
or of a ‘sexually explicit 
nature’ in a single night, 
Croydon youth court heard 
last Tuesday. 

Aimee Emby, prosecuting, 
told magistrates the 
youngster made 60 calls to 
Northamptonshire Police 
and over 100 to the 
Metropolitan Police on 
February 7 this year. 

Ms Emby said the 
‘significant’ number of calls 
causedtheNorthamptonshire 


control room to ‘collapse’. 

“This had a significant 
impact on their ability to 
respond to genuine calls,” she 
said. The Met call centre was 
able to continue to function 
as it has a larger capacity. 

The teenager made the calls 
with another girl who was not 
charged. 

“All calls were of a hoax 
nature alleging serious threat 
to life, some were sexually 
explicit or simply deemed by 
operators annoying or 
harassing,” Ms Emby said. 

Ola Yusuf, defending, said 
the teenager, who has 
previous convictions relating 
to harassment and made the 
calls while serving an 18 
month youth rehabilitation 
order, said she had shown 
remorse for her actions for 
which she took full 
responsibility. 


She said the girl suffers from 
a number of mental health 
conditions, is seeking help 
and plans to return to school 
in September. 

The teenager pleaded guilty 
to three charges relating to 
hoax calls and was sentenced 
to a six month rehabilitation 
order, a six month 
supervision order and a six 
month mental health 
treatment requirement. 

Speaking in court, she said: 
“I’m sorry. I feel pretty bad. 
They didn’t deserve it. 

“I have learnt how it affects 
other people, I feel guilty. I 
don’t want to do it again.” 

Magistrate Carole Markham 
said: “You are getting lots of 
help from lots of people and 
you need to make sure you 
learn from all those people 
because if you don’t you will 
spend a lot of time in prison.” 


Elderly couple deny child sex abuse accusations 


An elderly couple from Northants accused of 
sexually abusing nine children during the 1960s 
and 1970s will stand trial in October. 

Joseph Joseph, 76, is said to have raped and 
indecently assaulted three girls as young as 13 
in east London. 

His wife Doreen, 81, allegedly aided and abet¬ 
ted his abuse of the victims and failed to report 
it to police. 

Mrs Joseph is also accused of physically mis¬ 
treating a total of nine children. 

They both appeared at Snaresbrook Crown 


Court to plead not guilty to a total of 31 counts. 

Mr Joseph pleaded not guilty to ten counts of 
rape, eleven of indecent assault and three 
counts of unlawful sexual intercourse between 
1967 and 1977. 

His wife denied three counts of aiding and 
abetting indecent assault and eleven counts of 
cruelty to a person under 16. 

The couple’s six-eight week trial is scheduled 
for October 26, 2015 and will take place either 
at Snaresbrook Crown Court or Northampton 
Crown Court.

I have five children and I 
am one of ten. So as you 
can imagine the Tory 
two children policy does 
not sit well with me. The 
government is saying in 
its Welfare Reform and 
Work Bill, some child 
benefits such as tax 
credits will be limited to 
the first two children per 
family in future. 

It is a form of discrimi¬ 
nation in the sense that 
child one and two are 
good but child three is 
bad. It is a policy guar¬ 
anteed to make the third 
and subsequent child 
feel worthless. How 
awful to ask women to 
prove if their child was 
born from rape if they 
happen to be the third 
child? If the child is born 
from rape the child gets 
funded!

And 
plumbers, electricians, 
gardeners, brickies. 

You get my drift. In 
France when the same 
unbalanced demo¬ 


graphic occurred 
women were paid an 
increased Child Benefit 
to encourage them to 
have more babies. 

I am very opposed to 
the Welfare and Work 
Bill. Reducing the wel¬ 
fare cap will push more 
families with children 
into poverty. The cap in 
Northampton will be as 
low as £20,000. 

The Government is 
also abolishing the 
legally binding child 
poverty targets. It is 
changing the measure 
by which it defines child 
poverty. Everyone under 
21 will lose their auto¬ 
matic entitlement to 
housing benefit. Our 
young people need the 
best start in life to break 
the cycle of deprivation 
but I fear this will 
entrench poverty even 
more. The Welfare 
Reform and Work Bill is 
just bad for Northam¬ 
pton residents. 

We are in danger of 
becoming the anti coun¬ 
try.

Northants have asked the 
England and Wales Cricket board 
about financial help, but have 
denied claims they require an 
‘emergency loan’. 

The Division Two club declared 
a loss of £305,636 last year, and a 
report by ‘ESPN cricinfo’ claims 
they now need £500,000 to meet 
urgent financial obligations. 

But in a BBC Radio 
Northampton interview, 
the club’s chief execu¬ 
tive Ray Payne said: 

“We’ve gone to the 
ECB asking what 
financial support is 
available. 

“There’s nothing new 
about Northants and the 
situation we’re in.” 

Denying the emergency loan 
claim, Payne added: “It’s not an 
emergency loan, it’s about longer- 
term cashflow and ensuring the 
losses reported last year are not 
reported this year. 

“It’s not do or die for the club, it’s 
about what support is from the 
ECB going forward.” 

Payne also said the club is in the 
first year of a three-year plan to 


try to make it more sustainable. 

The cricinfo article claims the 
club also sought an examination 
from ECB of the ‘benefits of sell¬ 
ing their ground and moving to 
an out-of-town location’ near to 
Northampton Town Football 
Club’s Sixfields Stadium. 

But in a club statement, a 
spokesperson said: “Heavy 
investment has been made in the 
facilities over the past few years, 
making the ground fit for pur¬ 
pose in the long term, 
attracting non cricket 
events as well as pro¬ 
viding a venue for first 
class county cricket, 
and we intend to real¬ 
ise that benefit. There 
are no plans to relo¬ 
cate the club. Its future 
remains at Wantage 
Road.” 

The story also reported that 
the club have ‘already accepted’ 
that their prize asset, the England 
one-day allrounder David Willey, 
is ‘likely to leave the club at the 
end of the season’. The club said: 
“As far as players are concerned, 
there are no decisions around 
any player contract or movement 
as we are still mid-way through 
the season.”

Honda CR-V 

Take a look inside... 


The Honda CR-V has evolved, 
introducing a 160PS 1.6-litre 
diesel engine to replace the 
old 2.2-litre unit, a nine-speed 
gearbox, city braking technology, 
a new infotainment setup and a 
bafflingly smart adaptive cruise 
control system. It’s a great all¬ 
round package. 

The big news with this CR-V is 
the fitment of a 160PS 1.6-litre 
diesel engine, which replaces 
the old 150PS 2.2-litre diesel, an 
engine that was looking a bit off 
the pace in terms of efficiency. 
The 120PS 1.6-litre diesel carries 
on much as before and there’s 
a 2.0-litre petrol engine offered 
that’s probably going to be large¬ 
ly ignored by UK buyers. Specify 
the CR-V with a manual gearbox 
and you can also have it in front 
as well as four-wheel drive 
guise. But you shouldn’t. That’s 
because Honda has replaced the 
old five-speed auto with a nine- 
speed automatic that then sends 
drive to all four wheels. It’s an 
impressive piece of technology 
and does a great job plugging the 
diesel engine right into the meat 
of its 350Nm of torque available 
from just north of 2,000rpm. 

The CR-V was never marketed 
as a particularly sporty drive and 
the updates to the car’s suspen¬ 


sion and steering don’t aim for 
that goal. Instead, the steering 
has been revised to offer an 8 
per cent quicker ratio, while 
revised bushings, dampers and 
other suspension fettling aim 
to deliver a smoother ride. The 
changes to the latest car could 
best be described as a facelift, 
although Honda has gone further 
than the usual grille, bumpers 
and lights. Having said that, this 
latest CR-V does have a revised 
front grille, smarter bumpers and 
sleeker lights, the latter featuring 
LED daytime running lamps. 

Honda is a company that oc¬ 
casionally makes some rather 
strange decisions. For years it 
was utterly half-hearted about 
diesel engines, thinking that vari¬ 
able valve timing of its petrol en¬ 
gines would win the argument. It 
didn’t. Only belatedly has Honda 
delivered really class-competitive 
diesels and in doing so, it has pro¬ 
pelled the CR-V to the number 
one spot as the best-selling SUV 
in Europe. Of course, it helps that 
it’s built in Swindon and has been 
designed to appeal to European 
tastes, but the powerplants now 
look pretty well sorted with the 
addition of the 160PS 1.6-litre 
diesel with its nine-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission option.

Willey relieved to find runs 
again in Somerset victory

David Willey was relieved about 
his return to form as his spectac¬ 
ular knock inspired the 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks to 
a four-wicket win over Somerset 
in the Royal London One Day Cup 
on Monday. 

The England international had 
been moved up to opener having 
struggled to make any significant 
scores batting in the middle order 
in Northants’ previous games in 
the competition. 

He repaid this decision with a 
brilliant 91 off as many balls 
including five sixes as the 
Steelbacks put some of their 
recent horror-shows with the bat 
behind them. 

They made the most of a disci¬ 
plined bowling display as they 
chased down Somerset’s 247-8 
with an over to spare and moved 
themselves up to fourth in Group 
A, keeping their quarter final 
hopes alive. 

Willey, who has been linked with 
a move away from the county, 


said: “Eve been in bad nick lately 
but I picked up on a couple of things 
about my batting technique and I 
worked on them this morning. 

“I seemed to get in much better 
positions today so it was nice to 
score some runs on a pretty tough 
wicket and it’s just a shame I 
couldn’t have a ‘red ink’ to get us 
over the line. 

“It was a pretty poor cricket wicket, 
to be honest, and I wanted to give 
myself a bit of time, being in bad 
nick, and I knew that if I got myself 
in I would be able to catch up. 

“We needed only five runs an 
over throughout and I knew that if 
I batted the majority of the innings 
we wouldn’t be far away.” 

Willey has struggled for form 
since returning from an ankle 
injury just over two weeks ago and 
admitted he is playing with a cou¬ 
ple of niggles at the moment. 

As a result, he was only able to 
bowl two overs against Somerset 
and this was also the case in the 
Steelbacks’ dramatic victory over 
Worcestershire on Sunday. 

He will, however, have the 
chance to rest his ailing body this 
week as he has been rested for 
Northants’ County Championship 


match against Kent at Canterbury, 
which began on Tuesday. 

He will be hoping to be 100 per 
cent for the T20 Blast quarter final 
clash at Sussex on Wednesday. 

He said: “I’ll be putting my feet up 
and I’ve got a few little niggles - I’m 
wheeling myself out there at the 
moment and I’m struggling to bowl. 

“It’s a little bit painful bowling at 
the moment and I’m struggling to 
get through my action as I can’t 
push off my left leg because of a 
bit of a knee problem. 

“In the field I’m still having a few 
problems with my ankle so the 
combination of the two is making 
it a tough time and I’d not been 
contributing with the bat either. 

“Hopefully lean now get myself 
fit so I can play my part in the T20 
quarter final against Sussex.” 

The Somerset victory was 
Northamptonshire’s second win 
in a row in the 50 over One Day 
Cup competition. 

On Sunday the Steelbacks 
claimed an incredible 21-run vic¬ 
tory over Worcestershire after 
recovering from being 0-3 and 
then 19-6 in their innings. 

After batting first at New Road, 
the game got off to a sensational 


start when home paceman Joe 
Leach took a hat-trick with the 
first three balls of the innings, 
dismissing Northants’ Richard 
Levi, Rob Keogh and Ben Duckett. 

Further wickets tumbled to leave 
the visitors on the brink of an 
embarrassing score but Josh Cobb 
(32), Rory Kleinveldt (33) and 
Graeme White (27) managed to 
add some respectability to the 
total as David Ripley’s men were 
eventually bowled out for 126. 

This should have been nowhere 
near enough but Worcestershire 
were dismissed for only 105, with 
Mohammad Azharullah starring 
with 4-22. 

Afterwards, Azharullah said: “I 
can’t really believe what hap¬ 
pened. When we batted first we 
thought it would be quite a good 
wicket, maybe 260 or 270, but then 
three wickets go in three balls - so 
well done to them. 

“I don’t remember a game like 
that in my career. It was just one of 
those games, a once in a lifetime 
experience. 

“We just pulled this game out, 
but I don’t know how we did that. 

“It was an absolutely wonderful 
team effort all-round.”

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder declared 
himself happy with his side’s pre¬ 
season work as Northampton pre¬ 
pare to kick-off the new League Two 
campaign at newly promoted Bristol 
Rovers on Saturday. 

Wilder will begin his second full 
season in charge at Sixfields with 
ambitions to improve upon last sea¬ 
son’s 12th place finish and challenge 
for promotion to League One, but his 
men will face a tough opening 
against a Gas side who will still be on 
a high after promotion from the 
Conference. 

For the boss though, preparations 
have been good ahead of a season of 
much expectation.

Saints new boy Pat Howard says that leaving 
his native South Africa for Franklin’s Gardens 
was a simple decision. 

The powerful 23-year-old hooker was 
announced as a new signing for Northampton 
in April and has already begun to bed himself 
in after the move from Western Province. 

“Saints was an easy choice,” Howard told 
SaintsTV.

Signing for Saints sees Howard follow in the 
footsteps of fellow South Africans such as 
Garry Pagel, Brian Mujati and Juandre Kruger. 

When asked if this had a baring in his deci¬ 
sion to move, he said: “Definitely [it had an 
influence]. Also, when your agent tells you 
about the opportunity and says ‘I know a guy, 
talk to him and find out how he’s done’, it sets 
a precedent. 

“Guys before have done it and succeeded and 
it really sets out a path for me. It’s something 
that gives me great confidence.” 

Saints will play their first pre-season friendly 
ahead of the new season at Premiership cham¬ 
pions Saracens on September 26, with the start 
of the domestic action pushed back this year 
due to the Rugby World Cup in England. 

Before then the Singha 7s series takes place 
later this month, on August 21 at the Ricoh 
Arena in Coventry, now home of Premiership 
rivals Wasps. 

Meanwhile, Saints duo Kahn Fotuali’i and 
Ahsee Tuala suffered disappointment with 
Samoa in the 2015 Pacific Nations Cup Final. 

They went down 39-29 to Fiji despite two 
tries from former Saints man Fa’atoina 
Autagavaia in Canada. 

It was the last competitive action for Samoa, 
who will also be able to pick Saints brothers 
George and Ken Pisi, before the World Cup gets 
underway in September.
